Reports from Biloxi, Miss.— Investigation of fever lately prevailing. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Berry reports, November, 26 as follows: 

Supplementing previous telegrams, I have the honor to submit the 
following written report as to the late prevailing fever in Biloxi. I 
am unable to identify the first case or cases in this city, but I presume 
the fever was introduced from Scranton, Miss., with which city Biloxi 
had free communication until October 1, when quarantine was estab- 
lished. At this date, October 1, there had already been a large num- 
ber of cases of mild fever in Scranton. Most of the cases in Biloxi 
were sick in the latter part of October. Doctor Folkes, the repre- 
sentative of the State board of health, saw 2 convalescents about 
November 6, which he thought at the time might be cases of yellow 
fever, and he so reported to Surgeon Wasdin at Gulfport. Scattering 
cases occurred up to the time of my arrival here. Two cases occurred 
after my arrival, which I reported by telegram. So far I have learned 
that over 60 cases occurred here. A motorman on the street railway 
had the only case that I have so far learned of that had any typical 
symptoms of yellow fever. 

December 1 Passed Assistant Surgeon Berry telegraphed: 

During recent norther, Biloxi, minimum temperature night of 
November 29, 40° F.; night of November 30, 39- F. No new cases 
of fever. 


Reports from Pascagoula, Miss.— Fever cases diagnosed as denque— 
Stegomyia present. 


assed Assistant Surgeon Berry reports, November 28 and 30, as 
follows: 

Since fowarding my last report I have seen 3 cases of the fever 
which has prevailed in this section during the past three months. 
These cases were positively not yellow fever. They were character- 
ized by severe pains in limbs and back, sore throat and headache of 
moderate intensity; duration of fever three to four days; distinct rash 
on the third day; temperature at no time above 103” F.; no lack of 
correlation between pulse and temperature; and no albumen in urine. 
They are undoubtedly dengue fever. 

Physicians assure me these cases were similar to other cases which 
have occurred during past season.

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At present the disease has practically disappeared. 

Stegomyta are abundant in all houses which I have visited. 

In compliance with instructions I have made careful investigation 
as to the presence of Stegomyéa in Scranton, Pascagoula, and Moss 
Point, and find them present in all three places. They were much 
more abundant in Scranton than in other places. Anopheles are also 

resent in considerable numbers at Scranton and Moss Point, and toa 
ess extent at Pascagoula.

Cairornia.—For October, vital statistics were reported from all 
except 4 of the 57 counties in California. The population of the 53 
counties reported is estimated at 1,678,124; total number of deaths, 
2,117, including enteric fever, 52, and 299 from tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis was the main cause of death. Statistics show that of 
the 29 persons who died of tuberculosis during October, 8 had been 
in the State less than a month, 9 had lived there only one or two months, 
and altogether 24, or 8 per cent, of the total had resided there less 
than six months, while an aggregate of 34, or 11.4 per cent, had been 
residents of the State less than a vear,

AFRICA. 


Report From Cape Colony— No CASES of plague prese nt—Eramination 
of rats and mice. 


The report of the medical officer of health of Cape Colony shows 
that during the week ended October 21, 1905, no case of plague was 
discovered. Out of a large number of rats and mice examined bac- 
teriologically, 2 mice found at Port Elizabeth were plague infected. 
No plague-infected rats or mice were found at King Williams Town 
or in the other districts of the colony. 


Plaque at Chinde. 


Consul Hollis, Lourengo Marquez, reports October 14, through the 
Department of State, as follows: 

I have just been officially advised of an outbreak of plague at Chinde. 

The latest news regarding this outbreak is as follows: Up to Sep- 
tember 29 there were 5 deaths: between the 6th and 7th instants, 1 
vase and no deaths; on the Sth, 1 case and 1 death, and on the 9th and 
10th, neither case nor death.

Report from Trieste— Lnsju ction of emigrants. 


Assistant Surgeon Foster reports, November 16, as follows: 

During the week ended November 11, 1905, the following ships were 
inspected at this port: On November 6 the steamship S/aron/a sailed 
for New York via Fiume.

According to the official report 
he was taken sick in that institution, admitted to the ward as a patient 
on November 11, and died on November 20, This is the third case of 
yellow fever reported on the Isthmus since November 1, one of which, 
as previously reported, occurred in Colon. 

As no steps have been taken by the Panama authorities to stamp out 
the infection in Bocas del Toro, a quarantine has been enforced against 
that place by the sanitary department here. All nonimmunes arriving 
from Bocas will be placed in detention for 5 days and the small sailing 
craft bringing such passengers will be fumigated before being allowed 
to come alongside the docks.

cholera, 12 cases, 11 deaths. 

The number of cholera cases for the week showed an increase over 
that of the preceding week. Seven of the cases occurred on one day. 
There is no explanation to show why this sudden increase should have 
taken place. Before this sharp rise took place cases averaged about 
laday. The condition in the provinces is about the same as reported 
last week.

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Week ended October 21, 1905. Quarantinable diseases: Plague, 1 

vase, 1 death: cholera, 5 cases, 5 deaths. 

The number of cholera cases has remained about stationary and the 
situation has not shown much change, except that the cases for the 
week, ina number of instances, could be traced to direct infection 
from the provinces; so that, practically speaking, the city has been 
almost entirely free from the disease. 


Interisland quarantine. 


In yiew of the urgent necessity for more frequent communication 
with the provinces on account of the conditions which were brought 
about by the recent typhoon, and in view of the fact that the quaran- 
tine had been in operation for nearly two months with only 1 case of 
cholera making its appearance upon a vessel undergoing quarantine 
detention; and, furthermore, since the experience of the Service with 
cholera during the past three years has demonstrated that for practical 
purposes the ‘incubation period of cholera is less than three days, it 
was decided to reduce the period of quar: antine upon outgoing inter- 
island vessels from five to three days. The circular letter putting this 
order into effect is inclosed herewith. 

During the week vessels bound for United States ports were treated 

as follows: 

On October 15, 1905, the American bark //ec/7, with 17 crew, entered 
uarantine prior to sailing for Port Townsend. Crew bathed, ship 
isinfected, and all held for five days. Released on October 20, 1905. 

On October 15, 1905, the U. S. army transport Buford, w ith 157 
crew and 792 steerage passengers on board, entered quarantine prior 
to being cleared for San Francisco. Crew and steerage passengers 
were bathed and their effects and baggage disinfected and detained in 
quarantine five days. Cabin passengers were embarked on the 20th, 
and, after inspection, vessel was granted a bill of health. Baggage 
and cargo either disinfected or passed after inspection, and so labeled. 

On October 16, 1905, the German steamship Vandalia, en route 
from Japan ports to New York, was granted a supplemental bill of 
health. Vessel carried no passengers. Crew inspected on board prior 
to sailing. 

On October 18, 1905, the British steamship Sunghkiang, en route 
from Hongkong and Amoy to Iloilo and Cebu, entered quarantine 
prior to proceeding to Iloilo. Crew and steerage passengers were 
bathed and effects disinfected at the Mariveles quarantine station upon 
arrival from Amoy. 

On October 19, 1905, the British ste: umship Chingtu entered quar- 
antine prior to being granted a supplemental bill of health for Zam- 
boanga. Vessel was cleared so as to make the quarantine and voyage 
total five days upon her arrival at Zamboanga. Crew and passengers 
inspected daily. 

On October 20, 1905, the American steamship S/awmut, en route 
to Tacoma via odie tdi and Chinese and Japanese ports, was granted 
a billof health. Vessel carried no steerage passengers for the United 
States, and after a rigid inspection of the personnel was cleared 
without quarantine.

Str: Owing to the improvement in the cholera situation in Manila, 
the quarantine heretofore imposed upon outgoing interisland vessels 
will be reduced from five to three days, beginning October 23, 1905. 
All other regulations prescribed in circular letters issued by this office 
August 26, 1905, and October 4, 1905, will be enforced.

Canapa— British Columbia— Victoria.—Month of October, 1905: 
Estimated population, 21,000. Total number of deaths 25, including 
enteric fever 2, and 1 from tuberculosis. 

Ontariv.—The health report for October shows a great increase in 
the number of smallpox cases, but no deaths were reported. There 
were 63 cases and no deaths. The other diseases are as follows: 
Diphtheria, 190 cases, 29 deaths; scarlet fever, 93 cases, 1 death: mea- 
sles, 25 cases, 1 death; whooping cough, 36 cases, 6 deaths: enteric 
fever, 336 cases, 47 deaths: tuberculosis, 170 cases, 163 deaths. Total 
from all causes, 2,004. The returns were from 702 divisions. 

Dutcu Gurana— Paramaribo, —Month of October, 1905, Estimated 
population, 33,003. Total number of deaths, 92. No deaths from 
contagious diseases. 

France— St. Etienne.—Two weeks ended October 31, 1905. Cen- 
sus population, 146,671. Total number of deaths 136, including diph- 
theria 2, enteric fever 1, and 17 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain mortality during quarter ended September 30, 1905,.— 
The deaths registered in England and Wales last quarter numbered 
102,792, and were in the proportion of 14.0 annually per 1,000 persons 
living, the average rate in the ten preceding fourth quarters having 
been 16.5. In registration counties, with populations exceeding 100,000 
persons, the death rates ranged from 10.3 in Surrey and in Hertford- 
shire, 10.5 in Berkshire, 10.6 in Bedfordshire, 10.7 in Dorsetshire, 
10.8 in Cambridgeshire to 15.1 in the East Reding of Yorkshire, 15.9 
in Glamorganshire, 16.1 in Northumberland and in Monmouth,16.8 in 
Lancastershire, and 17.1 in Durham. 

The 120,792 registered deaths included 63,282 of males and 57,510 of 
females, the death rate among males being 15.2 and that among females 
12.9 per 1,000 of the estimated populations of the respective sexes. 
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Compared with the average for each sex in the ten preceding fourth 
quarters, the death rate of males showed a decrease of 2.7 and that of 
females a decrease of 2.4 per 1,000 living. Out of equal numbers liv- 
ing the deaths of males were to those of females as 118 is to 100, the 
proportion in the third quarters of the ten preceding years having 
been 117 to 100, 

Urban and rural mortality.—In 76 great towns, in each of which 
the population at the census of 1901 exceeded 50,000, and of which 
the aggregate population in the middle of 1905 is estimated at more 
than fifteen and a half millions, the death rate was 15.2 per 1,000 liv- 
ing, or 1.2 in excess of the death rate in the whole country. The rates 
in the several towns ranged from 6.4 in Hornsey, 8.3 in Handsworth 
(Staffs), 7.4 in Kings Norton, 10.0 in Walthamstow, 9.0 in Burton on 
Trent, and 9.2 in Bournemouth to 19.4 in Manchester, 19 in Liver- 
pool and in Wigan, 19.8 in Merthyr Tydfil, 20.1 in Booth, and 22.5 
in Rhondda. 

In 141 smaller towns, with populations ranging between 20,000 and 
50,000 at the census of 1901, and with an aggregate population esti- 
mated at about four and three quarter millions in the middle of 1905, 
the death rate was 13.3 per 1,000 living, or 1.9 per 1,000 below the 
rate in the great towns. 

In the remainder of England and Wales, with an aggregate popula- 
tion estimated at more than thirteen and three-quarter millions in the 
middle of 1905, of whom nearly six and a quarter millions live in 
small towns and more than seven and a half millions in rural districts, 
the death rate was 13.0. 

Mortality from certain epidemic diseases.—The 120,792 deaths from 
all causes include 1,655 that were attributed to measles, 15,733 to diar- 
rhea, 1,087 to diphtheria, 1,639 to whooping cough, 786 to scarlet 
fever, 773 to ‘* fever,” 4 to smallpox. 

Thus, to the above-mentioned epidemic diseases in the aggregate, 
21,677 deaths were referred last quarter, being in the proportion of 
2.52 annually in each 1,000 of the estimated population, or 0.80 per 
1,000 less than the average proportion in the third quarters of the 
previous ten years.
